HoofltTolt. Ho bolloToo tho Consti- 
tution gbould be lo amended as to 
provide for popular election. In a 
-speech here to-niKht at the Lincoln 
■Club banquet Col. RooMvelt came 
out iquarely in favor of the change. 

Aa^rting that tbe preeeat metb- 
od of •leeUat-Souten wm % "rolie" 
of old tiaee and ahonld be remedied, 
tbe Colonel also declared himself is 
favor of ahollfihlnf; the electoral ool- 
legp In the election of President. 

Col. Iloosevelt'a subject was "Lin- 
coln and Profreaalve Republlcan- 
1am." Tbe banqnet ball, M*tlac 
more than 1,000 people, was erewd- 
«d. 

Col. Roosevelt In his address also 
urged the adoption of the proposed 
reciprocity treaty with Caaada. 
Col, Roosevelt said: 
"One of tbe progreeeive polleiee 
npon wbleb I tblnk tbe great ma- 
jority of progresslTee are agreed la 
tliat i'nited States Senators should 
be elected hy popular vote. The Con- 
stitulloii should, In ni.v Judgment, 
be so amende'd as to provide for this. 

"The Insistence upon tlie election 
of Senatora In aome way which aball 
not permit tbe people to peas direct- 
ly upon them. Is merely a relic of 
the same f':eliu£ which made the 
founders of the Constitution trust 
the election of the President to the 
electoral colU-uo inatead Ot tO di- 
rect popular vole. 

"Tbe aame feara at tbe people ex- 
preaaed now by tboae wbo are 
against ebolee ot Senatora by popu- 
lar vote were espreesed a century 
and a quarter ago by good and wiae 
men " hn im roncously felt that it was 
not sate to trust the election of the 
President to direct popular vote. 

"A comparatively abort exper- 
ience convinced tbe nation tbat tbe 
President should be voted for di- 
rectly by the people. And although 
the form of an electoral rollpKe has 
lieen retained, the actual fact la that 
tli.> vote for President is a direct 
vote, the electora having no (unc- 
tion except formally to ratify tbe 
popular decreo— and If it were poe- 
■ible even tbe alighteat function 
could with BdvantaKO be abolished. 

"None of the evils prophenied 
have rrmilti"! from the rh;in(.'(' in the 
case of the President and the same 
tbing, I am perfectly sure, will bap- 
pen when tbe change ia made aa re- 
garda Senatora. It will be a change 
markedly for good — Just as maob 
for good as was the change In tbe 
case of the President. 

"But the I'uited States should un- 
der no circumstances surrender one 
particle ot tbe control it now baa 
at regarda tbe election of Senatora. 
To do io would be a miatake which 
might have grave and far-reaeblng 
ronsequencea and absoutely no ar- 
gument worth heeding can be ad- 
vanced in favor of such a change. 
For Canadian Treaty. 
"I feel tbat we are to be congrat- 
ulated as a nation upon tbe likeli- 
hood of obtaining a eloaer reclproe- 
Itv of tariff and trade relntlont with 
Canada. Amonp all the ])owers of 
the earth there is none with which 
we should desire to be upon more 
Irtimate tooting of equal rights, to 
which we should be more closely 
hound In relatlona of mutvai belp- 
futnessfl esteem and good will, than 
In the case of our great neighbor to 
the North, whose prosperity and 
growth HhoiiM he a matter of pride 
to s!l who il vcil on the American 
continent. I welcome the proposed 
reciprocity aa marking a aignal ad- 
vsnce in brtngtng about tbe cloeeat 
'and moft friendly relatione betweefi 
the if^ conntrles." .

Washington, Feb. 11, — ^Taft and 
sure defeat, or a progreesive Repub- 
lican candidate with a chance to 
win. 

This is the ultimatum belni; put 
up to Uepublicans all over t!ie i nun- 
try by the recently organized Pro- 
gressive Republican league. The 
atriking campaign alogan was coin- 
ed by Ollaon Gardner, one of the 
press agents ot the progressive or- 
eanizatlon. 

If what the progressives pay Is 
true, that the re-nominatlon of Taft 
means defeat for the Republican 
party in li>12, it might as well be 
accepted now that tbe next Presi- 
dent ot the United Statea is to he a 
Democrat. Mr. Taft seems certain 
of a re-nominatlou. Thl.< is be- 
cause he has the necessary machin- 
ery to get the nomination. 

Cardner gives seven reasons why 
Taft should not receive a re-nomi- 
natlon: 

1. His fsllure to receive indorse- 
ment nt the hands of Roosevelt. 

2. His alliance with A'..!i;"U, 
C.innon, !;:\llin«er and others gen- 
erally credited with connections 
with special privileges. 

3. The hostility of the progres- 
sive wing, led by men like LaFol- 
lette, Beveridge. Pinchot and Roose- 
velt. 

4. The public disapproval of 
Taft's bad faith in accepting the 
Presidency as a progressive, and ad- 
ministering the offlce as a reaction- 
ary. 

5. Tbe bad effects of bla support 

of Ballinger and opposition to gen- 
uine conservation. 

6. Taft's acquiescence In the 
Aldrlch tarllT bill, his use of patron- 
age to coerce progressives, his de- 
feat of an Income tax, etc, 

7. The cumulative effect ot these 
as seen in tbe repudiation of tbe 
party in the late electtona. 

Opposed to these are the fact^ 
tiKit he has the confiflenre of Wall 
street; thst there Is a strong sen- 
timent in favor of giving any Presi- 
dent a second term, and tbat the 
regttlara In his party favor bis re- 
nomlnation. But the facta which 
practically cinch a re-nomination 
for Taft are these: 

1. That the Republican organl- 
xntion la controlled by Big Buai- 
neaa; 

S. Tbat the Southern delegatea 
are brought under Tatt control by 
federal patronage and cash. 

%. That tbe Southern delegates, 
combined with the delegates who 
can b"' delivered l)v State machines 
controlled by such as Penrose, Lor- 
Iraer, Crane. Aldrlch, Carter and 
Warren, make up two-thirds of the 
delegates to tbe national Republic- 
an convention. 

"Shall it be Tatt and sure de- 
feat," demand the progressive-; "or 
a progressive Republican candidate 
with a elinnee to win?"

"Taft and euro defeat!"

Born In Anderson county among 
the t UTs alone the Kenluckv i iver, 
whose scenery Is often <'ompared to 
that of the beautiful Hudson, Clark 
was immured within tbe confines of 
'.patura. The home of Clark was 
almilar to that of other pioneer 
homes, consisting of three rooms 
the sittini; room, the bedroom and 
the kitchen and dining room com- 
bined. 

At the time of Clark's birth there 
were no railroada in tbia aectlon of 

tbe country, and the farmers rode 
on horseback to the nearest "gro- 
cery store " and post-oAce for their 

supplies and mall. 

Reared in what was then almost a 
wilderneaa. Champ Clark In his ear- 
lier childhood was a student of na 
ture. He loved the little aprliig 
beautiea which were found In the 
woods nestling in the grass and 
weeds, the old-fashioned thousand- 
leaf rose, whiili hlossn;eeil in mid- 
summer, atid the goldelirod, whi'li 
betokened the coming of winter. He 
knew the voices of the "bob while." 
the thrush, the mocking bird and a 
score of other birda of beautiful 
iiiiinin^e which made their homes in 
the hills. 

.lolui Hampton Clark, chatup 
Clark's father, was a native of \.>\v 
.lersey. and was born where Atlan- 
tic City now atands. He was a wan- 
derer and roved from Philadelphia 
to New Orleans, then worked his 
way up the Mississippi and the Ohio 
to Louisville. The city proved not 
In tlie likinu of (he vigorous voiiiiK 
adventurer, and he (Innlly drifted to 
Lawrcnceburg. There he met Ale- 
tbe Deaucbamp, She waa a frail, 
beautiful girl, and the wanderer 
quickly anccumbed to her charms. 
He lost all desire to roam further, 
anil after an ardent courtship, per- 
suaded her to beeenie bis wife. U" 
was an "ducsted ninn, a ".e' hanlcp' 
genius, and an enthnslnstlc e:poi>- 
ent of the doctrine of nen-'cracv 
Mrs. Clark was ftl«o »-ell elucated 
for those days, having received six 
vears' "sihoollui;" in a convent.

Tobacco Law.

How It Affects People Who 
Grow Tobacco jod Sen 
to Af etts.

Prankfort, Ky.. Feb. 9. — Afflrm- 
Ing the JuilKniont of the Mason Cir- 
cuit Court in the case of the Com- 
taOBWMltli againat Thoa. Malone, a 
tobMco bujrar. tba Court ot App«aU 
held, in an optnlon wrlttm br Judge 
BatUa, that a tobaeao buyer who 
Mill pooled tobacco and baa no in- 
terest In raising the fobacro. Is not 
amendable to the statute prescrib- 
ing a penalty for the lellinK of pool- 
ed tobacco. Tbe court alao holda In 
tbe WBo «WM tbst tke bujrw of 
pooled tobueeo ia amenable to the 
penalty preacrlbed In the aame stat- 
ute "for the buyInK of pooled tobac- 
co," but that In order to punish the 
buyer of tobacco for the offense of 
•elUng pooled tobacco, he muat be 
ladteted fbr buying pooled tobaeeo. 

The opinion Is the first construc- 
tion of these features of th« fa- 
mous Crecellus law, passed by the 
LeRlslature here three years ago for 
the benefit of the Hurley Tobacco 
Society and other orKanizattona 
pooling farm product*. Malon* was 
Mndlcted for unlawfully and know- 
ingly aelltng and diaposlng of a crop 
of pooled tobacco without the con- 
sent of the authorized agent select- 
ed to soil It and In violation of sec- 
tion 394 0 of the Kentucky statute.-!. 
The tobacco had been raised by one 
Mitchell on the place of a man 
named Tiemey, and Mitehell sold 
the tobacco to Malone. The court 
says this being true, the act of Ma- 
lone In BelUuK the tobacco did not 
make him amenable lo the penalty 
prescribed by the atatuta. Tba court 
says: 

*rrom the reading of section 
S941a, Kantueky sUtntes. it wlU be 
observed that the crops pooled un- 
der this provision must be "raised" 
by the person pooling them. The 
owner oC tobacco or other crops 
which he did not raise, cause to be 
raised by a tenant or in some man- 
ner assist in or authorise to be rais- 
ed, eannot eome under the proyla- 
iona.9t.the statuta. ^ 

"The object of the statute Is to 
protect the grower of tobacco RKalnst 
the Iniyers of the product, who. In 
the aliseiuo of such i)rotectlon as 
the statute affords, might by com- 
bination make themselves have the 
absolute power to fix the prices A 
which the grower must sell? There- 
fore the mere buyer of tobscco rais- 
ed by others Is excluded from Its 
lieneflfs, and this beiiiR true, he can- 
not legally enter into or be bound 
by the pooling contracts authorised 
by the statute. 

"While the sUtute provides (hat 
one who buys of a grower, tobaoeo 
In violation of a contract where it 
has been pooled, makes himself 
amenal)1o lo the punishment that 
may he intllctcd >ipnn the Krower for 
selling the same In violation of such 
contract. Malone is not indicted, in 
this case for buying of Mitchell to- 
baeeo which hsk had pooled, but for 
selling same." ^ 

Reversing the judgment of the 



Orait Olreutt Oourt la th* sMa of 
E. M. Cook against the common 
wealth, the Court of Appeals hold 
in opinion written by Chief Justice 
Hobson. that a tenant should not 
be li^leted under the Kentucky 
sUtntes for selling pooled tobacco 
If the landlord, without his knowl- 
sdga or eonsant. sells the pooled to- 
bacco in which he has an intereat. 
As a tenant on tbe farm of J. W. 
Martin, Cook owned one-half Inter- 
est In a crop of tobacco sold for 
$400, on which Martin had loaned 
Cook ItOO. Only Oook'a part of the 
tobacco had been pooled. During 
Cook'a absence from the farm. Mar- 
tin sold the tobacco and Cook was 
Indicted on the charge of selling 
pooled tobacco and fined $190. The 
court says Cook should have been 
given peremptory instructions, and 
that "while the rule la that a sub- 
sequent ratlfleatlon relatea back to 
the beginning and makea the transac- 
tion as If the proper authoMty had 
been orldinally given, the principle 
cannot be applied In criminal cases, 
for this would be to punish Cook, not 
for disposing of his crop, but for not 
lOompiataUqt ot what Martin had 
dona without knowladfs or eon- 
sent."

TOLSTOY WANTE D BLOOD. 

Hie Quervel With Tui«eneir and the 
Rceanetllatien That Fellewed. 

RayaMnd .«tecouly in the Paris Fi- 
garo gfves tbe following account of 
an early encoanter between Tolstoy 
and TurgeneK. erblch shows tbe Rus- 
sian sage in a different frame of mind 
from tbe one in which the world has 
since come to know him: 

It was on the «atate of his friend, 
the poet Fet near Tasnays. Turgeneff 
was aoMOg tbe Invited guests. Tbe 
hostess In^nlred afAr his daughter, 
who was being reared In France 
Tnrgen^ spoke highly of bis Eng 
llsb governess. "With a truly Brltlsb 
exactitude," he said, "she requested 
roe to fix the sum which my daughter 
might S|iend for charity. And no«v 
she ttacbet ber pupil to mend the 
ragged donee «f tb? poor."
